Plague at Bagdad. 

The following information is received from the Department of State, 
under date of June 2: Plague at Bagdad. 

VENEZUELA. 

Report from Caracas — Carupano and Cristobal Colon declared open to 
foreign export and import. 

The following is received from Minister Russell, under date of May 7: 
May 3 the governor of Trinidad issued a decree declaring Venezuela 
infected and subjecting all vessels with passengers or cargo from any 
port in the Republic to a quarantine not to exceed 10 days. In view 
of the above-mentioned decree the executive of Venezuela has issued a 
decree declaring Carupano and Cristobal Colon open ports for foreign 
export and import to and from Ciudad Bolivar. 

La Guaira declared open to traffic from May 25. 

The following is received from the American minister, through the 
Department of State, under date of May 23: 

The Government of Venezuela issued to-day a decree stating that 
eight days having elapsed without a new case having appeared of the 
epidemic which existed at La Guaira, the said port will be open to 
traffic with the United States and Europe from May 25, and coastwise 
and interior traffic from May 29.

Estimated 
population, 10,495. Total number of deaths 15, including beri-beri 4 
and 1 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Brazil — Ceara. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths 198, including 5 from whooping 
cough. 

Sao Paulo, Santos, and Campinas. — Week ended April 26, 1908. 
Estimated population, 300,000. Total number of deaths 138, including 
enteric fever 2, diphtheria 2, scarlet fever 1, leprosy 2, measles 1, 
whooping cough 2, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Hamilton. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated 
population, 63,256. Total number of deaths, 94, including scarlet 
fever 1, and 6 from tuberculosis. 

Yukon Territory — Dawson. — Month of April, 1908. Total number 
of deaths, 9, including 1 from tuberculosis. 
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Dutch Guiana — Paramaribo.— Month of April, 1908. Estimated 
population, 34,085. Total number of deaths, 109. No deaths from 
contagious diseases reported. Malarial fever prevalent. 

France — Roubaix. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 
121,115. Total number of deaths, 154, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 2, scarlet fever 1, and 26 from tuberculosis. 

Toulon. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 105,000. 
Total number of deaths, 146, including diphtheria 1, scarlet fever 1, 
and 2 from enteric fever. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended May 17, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 36,830. Total number of deaths, 13. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 9, 
1908, correspond to an annual rate of 14.2 per 1,000 population, which 
is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and seventy-three deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 38, scarlet fever 10, diph- 
theria 6, whooping cough 22, enteric fever 1, tuberculosis 165, and 11 
from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 13.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,821 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 9 from measles, 5 
from scarlet fever, 1 from smallpox, 4 from diphtheria, and 4 from 
whooping cough. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended May 9, 1908. Estimated population, 
239,294. Total number of deaths, 178, including diphtheria 2, measles 
20, scarlet fever 3, whooping cough 8, and 15 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 9, 1908, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 23.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Dundalk, 
viz, 4.0, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 49.1 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended May 9, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 17.8 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 22.3, and the lowest in 
Paisley, viz, 15.0 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths reg- 
istered from all causes was 629, including diphtheria 6, measles 27, 
scarlet fever 5, and 19 from whooping cough. 

Mexico — Merida. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 
60,000. Total number of deaths, 208, including measles, 1, and 27 
from tuberculosis. 

Progreso. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 5,000. 
Total number of deaths, 34, including leprosy, 1, smallpox, 1, and 4 
from tuberculosis. 
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Spain— Buelva.— Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 
24,000. Total number of deaths, 50, including diphtheria, 1, and 7 
from tuberculosis. 

Madrid.— -Month of April, 1908. Population 556,663. Total num- 
ber of deaths, 1,009, including scarlet fever, 2, enteric fever, 10, 
measles, 5, whooping cough, 3, smallpox, 1, and 144 from tuberculosis. 

Seville.— Month of April, 1908. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 348, including diphtheria, 1, enteric fever, 2, 
scarlet fever, 2, whooping cough, 8, measles, 2, smallpox, 2, and 68 
from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland.— Week ended April 25, 1908. Keports from 18 cities, 
having an aggregate population of 876,946, show as follows: Total 
number of deaths, 313, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 1, measles 
3, scarlet fever 2, smallpox 1, and 59 from tuberculosis. 

Week ended May 2, 1908. Total number of deaths, 283, including 
diphtheria 3, enteric fever 2, measles 1, scarlet fever 1, whooping 
cough 3, and 65 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies— Curasao.— Two weeks ended May 15, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 3. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

St. Christopher.— Three weeks ended May 2, 1908. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 49,289. Total number of deaths, 46.
